SHANGHAI, May 4.—(Monday.) 
(P)— With both its domestic solidarity 
and foreign relations apparently fac- 
ing issues gravely endangering its ex- 
istence, China’s nationalist govern- 
ment today was in the most pre- 
carious position encountered since the 
rebellion of the northern war lords 
last year. 

A considerable portion of the con- 
servative elements of the kuomintang, 
which controls the nationalist gov- 
ernment, has’ accused Chiang Kgi- 
Shek, the party and government lead- 
er, of abuse of power. He also is 
charged with inefficiency in handling 
the government’s multifarious prob- 
lems and has been requested to retire. 

This split within the country’s 
dominating political group appeared a 
few days ago as an anti-Nanking cru- 
sade within the provinces of Kwangz- 
tung and Kwangsi and centered about 
Canton. 

Canton, known as “the cradle of 
China’s revolution,” because Sun Yat- 
Sen began his revolutionary campaign 
there, although supposedly controlled 
by the nationalist government. has 
since the rise of the kuomintang re- 
mained as the stronghold of the con- 
servative element of the organization. 
The conservatives always have been 
opposed to the so-called younger ele-

Playing on the roadside late Sunday 
afterncon while her parents were vis- 
iting friends near Stone Mountain, 
Betty Carolyn Bennett, 4-year-old 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. G. H. Ben- 
nett, of 1498 Murphy avenue, 8. W., 
was struck down and fatally injured 
by an automobile whose driver sped 
away from the scene. The child died 
in a private hospital here late Sun- 
day night. 

Officers of Stone Mountain and 
DeKalb county were without a clew 
to the identity of the hit-and-run driv- 


er. There were no eyewitnesses to the 
accident. The unconscious form of 
the child was discovered by her par- 
ents, who estimated that the child 
had lain in the road ten or fifteen 
minutes before they found her. 

She was rushed to an Atlanta hos- 
pital, where physicians worked deter- 
minedly in an effort to save her life, 
but it was found her skull had been 
fractured, probable internal injuries 
inflicted and severe cuts and bruises. 

The parents of the child said they 
had driven to Stone Mountain Sunday 
on a visit te friends, and that during 
the afternoon Betty had amused her- 
self by playing along the side of the 
road near by. They did not miss her 
until it began to grow Jate, and her} 
father went to the highway to look for | 
her. He saw his child lying in the) 
road, picked her up and, after a su-| 
perficial examination at the home of | 
their friends, placed her in his car 
and raced to Atlanta.

WASHINGTON, May 3.—+(P)—

If the sex life of two millions of 
girls is repressed with the same ruth- 
less rules that are still largely in 
force today in polite society, England 
is going to have two millions of anti- 
social beings on her hands. J. W. 
Drawbell, sociologist and author, ex- 
amines this question in a book that 
is the sensation of Britain at _ the 
present time. The problem is an 
acute one that may well end in a com- 
plete reversal of moral judgments and 
conventions. It is clouded with preju- 
dices and fears. But it is realized on 
all sides that it will soon become im- 
possible for English people to shelter 
themselves behind the moral code in 
order to avoid the painful necessity 
of facing the problem. 

“Girls may be surplus, but they 
are too wise and too sophisticated in 
our time to go on dreaming hopeless- 
ly of marriage,’ says Mr. Drawbell. 
“Her elders may think her a reckless 
fool. But she is going to look for love 
where she can find it. She is going 
to defy the moral code, whether we 
like it or not. This much must also 
be remembered about a moral law: 


fy it, furtively or openly, for a long 
period of time, it imperceptibly ceases 
to exist, or continues to exist, but so 
changed that from being a law it be- 
comes a legend.” 

More and more girls in Britain 
feel that rules and conventions ruling 
present-day society are an anomaly 
and a cruelty, because they cheat them 
of the chance of marriage and love. 
The offices and factories of London 
and other large English cities are full 
of young girls, intelligent, attractive, 
an unusually large percentage of 
them supremely beautiful, who can 
never be wives. As the realization of 
their fate and destiny dawns on them 
they become more aggressive every 
year. 

The girls, social observers report 
the same phenomenon from every 
part of the country, are ranging them- 
selves, as by instinct, against the 
moralists, against organized society. 
The married woman becomes a fierce 
enemy, because the struggle to have a 
man’s love, whether that man be mar- 
ried or not, is daily growing more 
acute. On the other hand, girls, ex- 
asperated with a condition that they 
cannot remedy, grow morose and de- 
spondent, with the result of an ever- 
increasing suicide rate among women. 

“If they decide to seek love out- 
side of marriage it is their own af- 
fair.” This is the notion that is be- 
ing accepted more and more by peo- 
ple who realize the*seriousness and 
situation. 
But this tendency conflicts directly 
with all standards of propriety and 
conventionality hitherto accepted in 
England. The churches and _ well- 
thinking people will not admit so eas- 
ily that a girl’s personal life is not 
the business of society. Clandestine 
love affairs are on the increase. They 
are responsible in a large measure for 
ever-mounting divorce rate in Britain. 
But no remedy has been advanced so 
far by any social experts or bodies. 
This time the situation is not amen-

I fully agree with Dr. Soule that 
the only solution of the eotton farm- 
ers’ problem lies in the field of eco- 
nomic production. This important 
factor in the futu e production of 
American cotton is more imperative 
since the recent increased production 
of improved short staple cotton in 
foreign countries has developed into 
a serious menace. To meet and over- 
come this serious competition so as 
to maintain the normal exports of 
the south’s chief staple farm product 
should command the attention and ac- 
tive support of all departments of 
southern life and the co-operation of 
the entire nation. 

That the problem of economic pro- 
‘duction can be solved and foreign 
competition overcome, there is no 
question of doubt in my own mind. It

every cotton farm in the south. 

As is well known I planned and in- 
augurated the first southwide system 
‘of field demonstrations for the in- 
‘tensive culture of cotton, corn and 
|other crops in 1923, and the work 
ihas been carried forward with suc- 
cess and profit to many thousands of 
| farmer operators in Georgia and oth- 
'er states reaching from North Caro- 
'lina to Texas. 
| Prior to 1926 I had the full co- 
operation and support of the directors 
of the state extension forees in all 
the cotton states, and have welcomed 
the determination of the state colleges 
of agriculture and the extensive serv- 
ice in Georgia, South Carolina and 
some of the other states to make 
similar systematic campaigns under 
the field supervision of‘ their county 
agents. There can be devised no bet- 
ter method for real practieal farm 
relief, and Dr. Soule and his asso- 


ciates are rendering a distinct serv™ 


ice of inestimable economie value to 
the cotton farmers of Georgia. 
How Profits Can Be Made. 

While our field demonstrations have 
been limited to two and five-acre tests 
of cotton and corn, I established last 
‘year for the first time in the south, 
a 100-acre field demonstration on the 
farm of S. B. Byrom, in Dooly coun- 
ty, Georgia, planted in pedigreed inch 
staple cotton seed. : 

This crop was fertilized at planting 
with 600 pounds per acre of a _high- 
grade commercial mixture analyzing 
| 12-4-7: followed on May 1 with 100 
‘pounds sulphate of ammonia in side 
furrows per aere, and three weeks Ia- 


| ter with an additional application of | 


'100 pounds sulphate of ammonia, mak- 
|ing 800 pounds per acre of the high- 
‘est grade fertilizers used for cotton. 
'Notwithstanding a severe drouth this 
100-acre test produced 100 bales aver- 
aging 468 pounds and when sold at 
95-8 cents per lint pound, together 
with the seed, netted Mr. Byrom a 
profit of $1,915, inciuding land rental 
at $5 per acre after deducting all 
costs of operation, including fertiliz- 
‘ers. picking, cultivation and baling. 

With hundreds of smaller stations 
in counties of seven states last year, 
the best farmer operators grew their 
lint cotton at an average cost of 43-4 
cents per pound, while the average 
cost per lint pound for all the sta- 
tions was only 62-3 cents. Every 
operator made a substantial profit at 
10 cents per pound for the lint.

The first word of the salutation and all nouns or titles in it are 
capitalized. DEAR is not capitalized unless it is the first word. 


Such salutations as Messrs., Mesdames, Gents, Dear Friend and 
Friend John have no place in modern business letters. Dear Sirs 
has become obsolete and therefore should not be used in saluting 
firms in this country. In letters going abroad, however, especially 
to England, Dear Sirs is preferred to Gentlemen. 

The Fifth Factor is the Complimentary Close. Like the salutation, 
the complimentary close is omitted in letters from some firms, but 
universally this omission is not recognized. When we have written 
a tetter of any kind, it seems courteous and finished to say “xood- 
bye” in an effective way. Certainly it is good-will-building to do 
so. The following forms are commonly used today:

Comparative Figures 
Shown in Table Filed 
With Mayor Key. 


Showing that Atlanta’s municipal 
tax rate is lower than any other 
American city of similar size, and 
that the per capita tax is lower than 
any other city except one, tax assess- 
ors have filed a letter with Mayor 
James L. Key, together with a table 
of 21 cities showing the comparative 
. figures. 

In commenting on the ad valorem 
tax which real estate and merchants’ 
stocks carry, the assessors assert that 
while the rate is low in comparison 
with other cities, these properties bear 
an altogether disproportionate share 
of the administration’s burden. 

Text of ,the letter to the mayor 
follows: 

Much complaint has been filed with this 
department within the last few years rela- 
tive to the heavy burden of ad valorem tax 
placed on real estate. In an effort to 
ascertain if this condition is general 
throughout the country, and if the propor- 
tion of tax levied against real estate. is 
unduly large in Atlanta, we have recently 
gathered from taxing authorities through- 
out the country certain dependable informa- 
tion that perhaps will be of interest to you. 

In Atlanta, three-fourths of our ad va- 
lorem tax comes from real estate: about 
one-eighth of the ad valorem tax comes 
from taxes levied against business houses 
and manufacturing concerns on personal 
property assets, such as money, notes, ac- 
counts and merchandise. Thus, you will 
note that seven-eighths of our entire ad 
valorem tax levied in 1930, of more than 
$6,500,000, comes ‘from real estate and on 
merchants’ personal property assets. 

Our investigation discloses other interest- 
ing data, A table which we have pre- 
pared shows that the city of Atlanta, as 
& municipality, receives for the support 
of its government a less amount of tax 
money on each thousand dollars’ worth of 
property valuation than any other 
named. 

Second, that the fnll tax levied on real 
eatate by Atlanta is less than any other 
city named. 

Third, that the full tax levied against 
real estate by the city of Atlanta, state of 
Georgia, and Fuiton county, is lesa than 
any other city named except Richmond, Va., 
in which case no ad valorem tax is levied 
hy the state against real estate. It will 
be noted that in this instance, however, 
that Richmond receives for support of its 
government $15.75 on each $1,000 as against 
Atianta’s $10.50. 

While it is an actual fact that real estate 
in Atlanta bears a less burden than in 
other cities, it still remains a fact that 
it bears a burden of taxation out of all 
proportion to other tax valnes within the 
stete: particularly with ‘reference to in- 
tangibles. 

We also prepared a table showing the ‘‘per 
capita tax’’ in 21 different cities, in which 
Atlanta is shewn as the lowest, with the 
exception of Birmingham. Ala. 
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tion from 35 different cities. The enclosed 
fata represents replies 
gathered much interesting and helpful 
formation aside from the compilation I fur- 
nish you herewith, if the committee on tax 
should at any time desire to utilize it in 
a study of our tax situation. 

Much of our local agitation about exces- 
sive taxes is at least from a comparative 
standpoint propaganda rather than fact, 
and while there is perhaps much that could 
and should be done to improve on the pub- 
lic service rendered, yet it remains a fact 
that the citizens of. our city receive a 
. splendid public service, and pay less for 
it than in other cities.

IMPORT STUDY BEGUN 
BY CUSTOMS BUREAU 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—()—A 
study to determine what commodities 
produced abroad by forced labor may 
be imported legally after the first of 
next year has been begun by_the cus- 
toms bureau. ie 

The ground upon which any com- 
modity made in whole or in part by 
forced labor in other countries may 
be admitted. as defined in the tariff 
act, is whether an insufficient supply 
of that article is produced in this 
country to meet “the consumptive de- 
mands of the United States.” 


The law provided that the new im- 
port limitations were to go in force 


i) 


after January 1, 1932. 

The provision, officials believe, will 
apply to a large number of commodi- 
ties produced in northern Africa and 
the far east, especially tobacco and 
probably some foodstuffs, such as rice. 

The section prohibiting importation 
of goods produced in whole or in part 
by convict labor has been in the law 
for years. 

It was invoked recently to bar lum- 
ber produced in the northern forests 
of Russia where convict labor is used 
in cutting timber. 

Just how the customs bureau will 
determine what the consumptive de- 
mands of the country are is the chief 
problem confronting the legal staff. 
Another question will be how regula- 


will be applied. 

The clause which permits importa- 
tion of products of indentured labor 
was requested by rubber manufactur- 
ers, who feared otherwise rubber 
would be barred. As there is no rub- 
ber produced in the United States, 
that article will not be affected. 

The subject of barring importation 
of tobacco from countries using in- 
dentured labor already has _ arisen. 
Domestic tobacco growers recently 
urged Sumatra and Java wrapper to- 
bacco be. barred from the United 
States on the ground that it is pro- 
duced by indentured labor. No deci- 
sion was made by the bureau, but 
the question opened the study by ex- 
perts to learn just what products 
would come under .the ban. 

Officials, while hoping to draw up 
their regulations during the summer 
and fall, do not expect to promulgate 
them until a short time before the 
law becomes effective.

Should Celebrate Centennial 


BY. M. D. GLEASON., 1 
apes will be 100 years old ‘in 
1937 and from the present indications 
the normal growth of the ¢ity and 
territory in a'10-mile circle with Five 
Points as its center will have passed 
the half million mark in population. 
It would be fitting that a city 
founded upon its topographical ad- 
vantages and the progressive spirit of 
its early pioneers should celebrate its 
hundredth anniversary with a centen- 
nial exposition that should take on 
the proportions of an international 
world’s fair. 
Natural Advantages. 

The natural climatic and geograph- 
ical advantages of Atlanta favor her 
as a city where a world’s fair could 
be held with much smaller money out- 
lay and, at the same time, be one 
that would pay a splendid dividend 
upon the amount expended. 

The first two things associated with 
a world’s fair are: will it cost an 
enormous amount of money, and 
where is the money coming from? 
These are natural questions and 
would be hard to answer in any other 
city but Atlanta. Let us answer 
the first question first and say a 
world’s fair projected upon the dig- 
nity of Atlanta, and the southland 
should cost in round numbers $10,- 
000,000. 

Raising the Money. 

Now for the second question. 
Where can the money be expected to 
come from? Atlanta can lend her 
beautiful Lakewood park with its more 
than 375 acres of land, present and 
future buildings, fastest one-mile race 
track in the world with 10,000 seat- 
ing capacity grand stand, paved 
streets, beautiful sloping hills, a 30- 
acre deep water lake suitable for va- 
rious aquatic sports, large utility 
owned transformers and _ transporta- 
tion lines at present in the park. 

Atlanta then can say she lends the 
first $4,000,000, since it would cost 
any other large city to buy as much

In the first place, Atlanta will 
liave a justifiable reason to hold a 
centennial in 1937—100 years since 
the first stake for the Georgia rail- 
road terminal, or terminus as it was 
called then, was driven—75 years 
since Atlanta arose from the ashes 
of war and strife. 

In the second place Atlanta owes 
it to Georgia and the south to capi- 
talize this hundredth anniversary and 


use it as a medium to attract the 


personal visits of leaders of the world 
to this most favored climatic part of 
the world, with its agricultural pos- 
sibilities and its many other natural 
resources, 

It has been conceded time and time 
again that by 1937 is the south’s time 
to have a world’s fair. With Chi- 
cago world’s fair of 1933 over, the

following world’s fair in the south- 
east, 
Advantages in Location.
